On Baturday night last the enmpany of Ku.-
Klox which rovges of nigtte over C o tedioen
couply visited a cabin on a p'ace in the precinct
of Kipgstou, The door, not beng at once
opeoped at thelr bidding, they attempied to force
it, Pinding reslstunce was wseless, the celored
men ireide, Sim. Evaps and bis brother-lo-law,
opreed the door and case oat Into the sand,
When the Ko-Klux band beousht them near to
the gnte 1o their yard, without pareving or
warn e, they, from behind, emptied voelr shot-
guns wnto the heads gud b dirs of thewr victims
The top of the bend 01 one wns nearly shot off,
suil both were badiy cav up and leld deaa.
